Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  ray  report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1965,  as  made 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in 
June  1965  was  35,240,  showing  an  increase  of  2,440  from  the 
previous  year  1964, 

The  number  of  births  was  82  more  than  the  previous  year. 

In  spite  of  this  increase  in  birth  rate  the  number  of  still  births 
was  lower  than  the  previous  two  years.  Regrettably  there  was  one 
maternal  death. 

Deaths  due  to  coronary  diseases  were  80,  the  highest  figure 
for  10  years.  Deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  14, 
the  highest  figure  since  1957.  This  disturbing  increase  in  the 
death  rate  due  to  accidents  requires  serious  consideration. 

I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Wilson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance 
in  compiling  this  Pieport,

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South  East  corner  of  Lancashire. 
The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  River  Mersey,  forms  the 
southerly  and  easterly  boundaries  of  the  district  and  the  County 
boundary  between  Lancashire  and  Cheshire, 


T/hilst  the  town  centre  is  a mixture  of  industrial  and 
residential  properties  the  East  and  West  Wards  are  almost  entirely 
residential.  The  chief  industries  in  the  area  are  hat  manufacturing, 
storage  batteries,  filtration  and  ventilation  plants,  plastics, 
sheet  metal,  cotton,  leather  and  other  goods. 

Manchester  Corporation  made  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for 
land  at  Eaughton  Green  on  which  to  build  1,31^  dv/eilings.  504  houses 
and  200  flats  Y/ere  completed  in  1965.

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Ld.justed  Birth  and  Death  Rates 

The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
if  a district’s  "crude"  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  oxving  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
topulations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
“ail  as  comparative  indices. 

e.g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 
ill  or  infirm  residents  who  will  obviously 
lower  the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate 
figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  that  district  will  be  misleading,  compared 
with  District  "B"  which  may  have  only  a minority 
of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  taken  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
Ldjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
fales.

Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were 
made  as  sho^m  in  Table  IX  (Notifications,  Transfers,  Stc,); 

Table  X (Age,  Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and 
deaths)  and  Table  XI  (incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis 
during  the  past  10  years). 

SfVhen  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a 
patient  to  hospital,  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected 
to  steam  disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly 
regarding  ventilation,  were  given  immediate  attention  and  any 
case  known  to  be  sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the 

milk  trade.

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  environmental 
and  public  cleansing  services, 

1965  was  an  extremely  busy  year,  but  it  was  pleasing  to  be 
fully  staffed  for  the  v/hole  of  this  period,  and  an  additional 
Technical  Officer  was  recruited  for  Smoke  Control  work, 

Denton  No, 7 Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  July,  and  No, 11  Smoke  Control  Area  vms  submitted  to,  and 
confirmed  by,  the  Ministry,  In  pleasant  contrast  to  the  delays  in 
receiving  confirmation  of  No, 7 ^Irea,  No, 11  was  confirmed  in  the 
space  of  a little  over  three  months  - in  spite  of  one  or  two  minor 
objections.  I feel,  though,  that  the  Ministry  take  too  much  notice 
of  trivial  objections  which  can  result  in  lengthy  correspondence  and 
delays  in  confirmation  of  areas. 

A large  number  of  Council  houses  are  situated  in  No, 11  Area, 
and  a late  decision  of  the  Housing  Committee  to  allow  tenants 
freedom  of  choice  of  appliances  (only  just  prior  to  confirmation) 
placed  an  additional  heavy  burden  on  an  already  hard  pressed  department. 
By  the  time  the  area  comes  into  operation  on  1st  July,  I966  almost  two 
out  of  every  three  houses  in  Denton  will  be  smokeless  - few  authorities 
in  the  North-West  can  approach  Denton's  record.  Most  nev/  houses  ai*e 
being  constructed  in  existing  smokeless  areas. 

The  St.  Anne's  Road  Depot  and  Tip,  opened  in  1962,  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily,  and  it  is  the  department's  endeavour  to 
improve  the  services  provided.  The  vdnter  of  I965/66  was  the  most 
difficult  I have  experienced  here  due  to  shortage  of  labour  and 
sickness;  this  was  combined  v/ith  another  large  increase  in  nevr 
houses  and  flats,  all  requiring  a weekly  collection.  More  than 
1,300  dwellings  have  been  erected  in  Denton  in  the  past  two  years, 
nevertheless,  a weekly  collection  of  demestic  refuse  was  generally 
maintained.  Last  year's  record  of  waste  paper  salvage  of  681  tons, 
valued  at  £5,409,  was  again  handsomely  beaten,  775  tons  valued  at 
£6,672,  but  an  experimental  scheme  to  collect  waste  paper  from  private 
households  in  paper  sacks  was  not  a success  and  was  abandoned.  The 
tonnage  of  waste  paper  sold  has  more  than  doubled  in  the  four  years 
we  have  been  at  St.  Annes.  A 40  hour  v/eek  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January,  1966  and  follov/ing  a request  from  the  Unions  concerned 
a new  bonus  scheme  for  the  ashbinmen  was  negotiated. 
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The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubhish  on  every  available  site 
continued  despite  the  increasing  use  of  the  Department’s  special 
collection  arrangements  for  bulky  household  refuse.  Odd  items  of 
furniture  are  collected  free  of  charge,  but  I vrouid  remind  you  that 

even  when  a charge  is  made  this  is  kept  to  a minimum  as  we  are  not 

expected  to  show  a profit  on  such  transactions.  This  service  is 
an  additional  burden,  and  it  is  not  always  possible  to  give  the 
prompt  attention  which  is  desirable  in  these  cases.  Arrangements 
to  tow  away  and  dispose  of  scrap  cars  v/ere  also  continued. 

The  two  Grosvenor  Street  Clearance  iireas  were  both  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry,  one  after  a public  hearing,  but  re-housing  of  the 
occupants  was  disappointingly  slow.  The  inspection  of  a further 
Clearance  Area  in  Angel  Street  was  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the 

year.  Building  on  the  Grange  Farm  site  is  now  in  progress  and  should 

make  it  possible  to  complete  the  I96I/65  slum  clearance  programme  at 
an  early  date.  A further  demolition  programrie  was  in  course  of 
preparation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  registration  of  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  1963  was  virtually  completed  and  a large  proportion 
received  a general  inspection.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  few  of 
these  premises  had  serious  deficiencies  but  a number  of  lesser  infringe- 
ments were  put  right  during  the  year.  The  deluge  of  paper  from  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  was  mercifully  much  reduced  on  the  previous  year. 

Office  extensions  for  the  Finance  and  Health  Departments  v/ere 
completed  during  the  year  which  relieved  the  overcrowded  conditions 
and  provided  necessary  and  welcome  additional  office  accommodation. 

I must  congratulate  our  student  public  health  inspector, 

Michael  Phillips,  on  his  success  in  the  Diploma  exajuination  and 
wish  him  well  in  his  nev7  career  and  in  his  appointment  with  Salford 
County  Borough  Council.  Mr.  Lear  and  Mr.  Hooper  both  obtained  two  of 
the  four  parts  for  the  Testamur  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Cleansing 
and  Mrs.  M,  Clayton  was  successful  in  the  Clerical  Division  examination. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  ray  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  their  help  and  support,  I must  again  express  my  warm  appreciation 
for  the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  v/ork  given  by  the  staff  in  the 
Health  Department,

WATER  SUPPLY; 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
reservoirs,  54  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SE^TEBAGB; 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and,  after 
separation  of  the  storm  water  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers.  The 
process  of  treatment  at  the  seivage  v/orks  consists  of  primary  clarification 
of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by  sedimentation  and  chemical 
precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on  percolating  filters  in  which 
the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  non-putresible  by  bio-chemical 
oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  which  is  screened  mechanically, 
gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into  digestion  tanks,  the 
digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried  on  adjoining  drying  beds  and 
disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard  manure  and 
fertilisers.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  district  necessitated  extensions 
to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works.  These  were  commenced  in 
September  1963  and  were  continued  throughout  I965,  Completion  is 
expected  in  1966, 

The  low  level  sewer  was  replaced  with  a larger  one  from  the 
Haughton  Green  overspill  site  to  the  Sewage  Works,  Additional  nev/ 
sewerage  was  installed  on  housing  sites  now  being  developed.

BEFUSE  COLLECTION; 

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  v;ith 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily. 

Two  further  waggons  were  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  waste  and  special  collection  of  household  refuse  such 
as  bedding,  old  furniture,  etc.  and  a 10  cwt.  van  for  general  purposes. 

These  services  are  operated  from  a combined  garage  and  depot  for 
the  Health  and  Highways  Departments  opened  in  April,  1962,  This 
includes  a maintenance  and  repair  section  for  the  whole  of  the  Council's 
mechanical  vehicles  and  plant.

I am  pleased  to 
report  that  output  has  again  risen  to  a new  record  level  of  775  tons, 
an  increase  of  94  tons  on  the  previous  year.  In  two  years  waste  paper 
output  has  increased  by  146  tons,  but  for  various  reasons  I think  we 
can  only  anticipate  small  tonnage  increases  in  the  next  year  or  two.

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 
and  operates  three  volumetric  analysis  instruments  for  measuring 
pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide;  one  in  the  Health  Department 
in  the  town  centre,  one  at  the  Sewage  Works  in  the  No,  3 Smoke 
Control  Area,  and  one  in  a private  garage  in  No,  7 Smoke  Control  Area. 

The  results  of  the  observations  are  shown  on  Page  40. 

114  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year.  7/iiilst  it  was 
net  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  the  firms  concerned  v/ere 
warned.  The  general  position  with  industry  in  Denton  vjas  generally 
satisfactory,  but  there  are  still  one  or  tv;o  firms  where  equipment 
is  out  of  date  emd  these  will  need  to  be  renewed  in  the  years  to  come. 

Denton  Ho,  7 &noke  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July. 
The  new  conditions  and  improved  grants  provided  many  problems  and 
difficulties  as  little  Ministry  guidance  was  available  until  the  end 
of  June  - too  late.  It  was,  therefore,  something  of  a relief  to  find 
we  had  been  working  generally  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's  wishes. 
During  this  period  much  help  was  afforded  by  the  South  East  Lancashire 
and  North  Cheshire  Joint  Committee  referred  to  above. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  v/ill  be  no  further  obstacles  to  the 
completion  of  the  smoke  control  programme,  Denton  No,  11  Smoke  Control 
Order  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  August  1965  and  confirmation  was 
received  on  15th  November,  1965.  I hope  that  this  is  the  pattern  of 
developments  for  all  future  areas  and  that  any  objections  received  will 
be  only  of  the  same  minor  character  and  as  easily  resolved.  For  the 
first  time  a large  number  of  Council  houses  requiring  conversions  xvere 
included  in  a smoke  control  area.  The  Council  decided  to  allow  their 
tenants  a limited  freedom  of  choice  of  appliances.  This  late  decision 
created  considerable  difficulties  and  additional  work,  but  if  it 
results  in  satisfied  users  of  smokeless  fuels  then  it  was  a right 
decision.
